When they leave bere 
ibey take with them two days’ bread and 
and other food, and on their arrival at Obica- 
yo and Umaba some one comes down to the 
stations with a thousand loaves and a suppiy 
of Cheese, ham and other fixings, so that the 
emigrants suffer no inconvenience for food by 
the way, and are nevre exposed to be taken 
in ae strangers. 

The ageut here does all their business for 
them, changes their money into greesbacks 
and sends them off under the charge of some 
of the Elders, who look ‘after theie welfare 
all the way to Salt Lake City, where they are 
ihen taken in charge by ‘‘ghe Bishop of all 
the Bishops,’’ and scattered over the territory 
as circumstances may demand. 

Mr. Staines is an intelligent gentleman, 
and seems to etjoy the confidence of the 
Mormoa Chief, and can speak by the book. 
He is a middle-aged man, but a very old 
Mormon, and “bas gone throogh all the 
‘trials’ of the Saints since the early days of 
the Church. He was personally aequainted 
with the Propbet Smith, and knows the Pro- 
poet Brigham intimately.

The Supply of Anatomical Sub- 
jects. 


The amendment in the Anatomy Act, by 
which it was readered legal to preserve sub- 
jects during the summer forthe winter dis- 
section, was, we (Lancet) fad, taken advan- 
tage of to any extent only by the two schools 
of Guy's aud St, Bartholomew's. At Gay's 
Hospital the results bave been eminently 
satistactory. Teo subjects were carefully in- 
jeeted with a strong solution of arsenic in 
glycerine, aod were afterwards kept wrapped 
in cloths saturated with glycerine. The 
effect bas been to cnable the students to be- 
gin the session with amunéxampled supply of 
material for avatomicul stady; and, from 
personal inspection, We can Say that nothing 
in the least offensive was to be perceived 
about any of the bodies. We noticed that 
ttere was « peculiar dark tint about the skin 
of some of hese preserved) sabjects; but 
within, thé parts seceme? to retain thef 
ordinary appearance, except that the nerves 
appeare: slightly swollen and rather more 
translucent than asual.

Roderic O'Connor, of the ancient line of 
Connaught was the last king who sat on the 
throne ot Celtic Ireland. His character and 
exploits are painted with no flattering band 
by the monkish writers, who longed for bis 
destruction, or later historians who have 
written in the interest of the Roman Church. 
All the crimes. and woes of a fated (Etipus are 
attributed to the unhappy king who ventured 
to strike a last blow for the freedom of Ire- 
land, who resisied with obdurate patriotiam 
the steel-clad l@gions of the Pope and Henry 
L.,;,.and who more than once seems to have 
been on the-eve of a fival triumph. It is 
said. that Roderic was thrown in chains by 
big father, who feared bis savage temper ; 
that he put out the eyes of his two brothers ; 
and that he wasted in a sumber of useless 
civil feuds the forces that should bave been 
turned against the foe. He seems, indeed, to 
bave wanted prudence, and too often to have 
been deceived by the treacherous arts of 
Dermot and the priests. Yet one cannot 
avoid reviewing with sympathy the story of 
the unhappy monarch whose disastrous reign 
was least merked by a sincere patriotism, 
and whose misfortunes were never merited 
by his treachery or bis servile fear. Amidst 
his savage and ascesiral wilds the O'Connor, 
terrified by his novel dangers, assailed by the 
most powerful monarch of the age, exposed 
to the anathemas of the Italian eburch, 
surrounded by traitors, aod scarcely safe from 
the intrigues of his owa sons or bis ambitious 
rivals, still maintaived « spirit not unworthy 
of that long line of patriotic chiefs of whom 
be was deatined to oe the last ; and it isa 
grateful trait in the character of Roderic that 
be strove once more to revive, by liberal 
endowments, the famcus college of Armagh, 
as.it conscious that Ireland could only hope 
to secure its freedom by # general edecation 
of ite people.
